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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment to the claims filed 27 June 2003 failed to provide the 
proper status identifier. Each of the additional claims should have been listed as (new) 
in the first line. Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the programmable 
control unit must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
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the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. There is no support in the specification for the 
programmable control unit and all the functions it provides. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1-4, 8 and 9, applicant fails to positively recite any actual method steps 
for roasting beans. Steps such as the application of a hot air and cool air stream are 
merely inferentially claim. 

Claims 5-7 are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
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and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The recitation of a "hot air stream" 
and "cold air flow" are functional and fail to define any structure for performing such 
functions. Applicant recites a "frequency controlled side channel compressor" but fails to 
describe how the frequency is controlled and what connection such compressor has 
with elements such as the control unit. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Munk in view of Moon et al '315. 

There is disclosed in Munk a coffee bean roasting apparatus, comprising: a 
cylindrical roasting chamber 1 1 ; means (compressor or fan) 35 for applying a hot air 
stream through the chamber and provide a cooled air flow to the roasted beans. 

Moon discloses, in a coffee bean roasting apparatus, a programmable control 
unit 92 and means 94 for regulating the air flow through a roasting chamber from a 
controllable fan (compressor) 45. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to provide the apparatus of 
Munk with the fan control and control unit taught in Moon, in order to regulate the 
roasting temperature and other operating parameters of the roasting device. 
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In regards to the recited data sets and the parameters that they influence, such 
are the result of the regulation of the flow volume of hot air and the temperature and 
time the beans are exposed thereto. Therefor, the control unit of Moon meets these 
requirements. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Moon et al. '912, Torbet et al., Ludwig, Sewell, 
Newnan and Kumagai et al. are cited for their disclosure of the state of the art.
